Dist. 34 Board OKs budget, and challenge 




by GLORIA DAVIS 

Dist. 34's budget and levy for the 1987-88 
school year, were unanimously approved on 
Tuesday. 

The approved budget of $3,224,660 shows a 
$301,000 increase over last year's budget and 
will increase the tax rate of district property 
owners by 3.78 -cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation. 

There was no one in the audience to agree to 
or object to the budget's passage except 
three candidates for the board; Kathryn Od- 
dson, Fred Eichhorn and Jacquelyn 
Bonovitz. 
the. main reason for the budget increase is 

the fact that,, though there is growth in the 
district, the assessed valuation has remained 
the same for years. Lost funding from the 
state and the cost of Oakland Grade School's ' 
roof are other costs not in last year's budget. 

Another matter handled by. the board 
before the budget approval was the 
challenge made by- board member Clint 
Glover, who was not present, to the petition 
filed by Roy Bolins to run in the November 



election for the board. 

Bolins was also not present at the meeting. 
The board agreed with Glover that there 
were- infractions on Bolins' petition which 



include lack of notarization and the board 
also found that 19 of the 51 signatures on the 
petition belong to unregistered voters. 

Bolins has time to rebut the challenge 
before any action is taken.

School is in full swing at Antioch Upper 
Grade School. The new teachers are Lou Ann 
Pitts, sixth grade remedial class; and 
Sharon Sot-lie. sixth and seventh grade social 
studies. 

The school hanbook has been handed out 
for reviewing by every student and parent so 
any questions can be answered at the school 
Office. 

For the 1987-88 school year all report cards 
will be issued to the student to be brought 
home, so look for these at the end of the first 
quarter on' Wednesday, Oct. 28; second 
quarter. Wednesday, Jan. 13; third quarter. 
Monday. March 1. 1988; fourth quarter, 
Thursday. June 3, 1988< the projected last day 
of school). 

Books handed out to students should have 
been checked for damage and any such 
damage reported to the teacher since 
students are responsible for the condition of 
their books when they turn them in at the end 
of the year. Parents should check the 
newsletter to see the school's policy on the_ 
replacement of lost or damaged books. 

Parents and guardians should be sure to 
leave an emergency telephone number so the 
school can gel in touch with them or another 
resposible person they list so children can be 
picked up at school in case or an emergency 
sickness or injury. 

Because of the increased traffic load on the 
roads adjacent to the Upper Grade and Petty 
schools it is being asked that all students ride 
buses to and from school each day that 
school is in session. The school policy is that 
students riding bikes or walking to school do 
not leave the school grounds until after all 
the buses have left. 

There is an option lunch policy under 
which students can pay 95 cents per day; buy 
five lunch tickets on a weekly basis at $4.75; 
buy monthly lunch tickels(20 lunches) for $19 
from the cafeteria staff. The cost of milk is IS 
cents per carton. 

The Upper Grade cannot assume 
responsibility for lost lunch tickets but the 
cafeteria staff will continue to hold monthly 
lunch tickets for students if preferred. 

The annual Parents Back To School Night 
will be held on Thursday, Sept. 24 at 7:30 
p.m. Coffee and cookies will follow class 
visitations. 

Parents are asked to go to the students' 
homerooms to receive schedules and in- 
structions. This evening is designed to 
acquaint parents with the school programs, 
building and staff, not as a time for parents 
to discuss individual student problems with 



the teachers. Conferences for this purpose 
can be arranged by calling (312)395-1905. 

The first Parent-Principal Coffee was held 
on Sept. 10. The next one wi II be on Oct. 15. 

Students will have individual and class 
pictures taken on Friday, Oct. 2. 

Anyone wishing school personnel to ad- 
minister medication to school children 
during school hours must fill out a 
medication information form available on 
request at the school office. 

On Wednesday, Sept. 16, students new to 
Disl. 34 and special ed students will receive a 
vision and hearing screeing. 

Students may not try out for sports until a 
physical exam signed by a physician is on 
(ileal the school. 

A new look at the Upper Grade school can 
be found in the self-contained learning 
disability rooms which underwent summer 
remodeling. The cumbersome ceiling to floor 
curtains have been replaced by brightly 
v painted walls and picture windows for better 
viewing. 

In the music department, the general 
program has been modified. For individual 
attention, class sizes have been reduced and 
the classes will now be on a nine-week 
schedule to correspond with class report 
card periods. 

The art curriculum is designed so that a 
student can, through a hands-on approach, 
with a minimum of previous art experience, 
greatly increase drawing, painting' and 
sculpting proficiency. 

Seventh grade pupils will be enrolled in a 
computer class on an every other day basis 
for the first semester. Each student must 
provide a single subject notebook and a five 
and one-fouth inch diskette available at the 
library for 50 cents. 

This year's junior band has 107 sixth, 
seventh and eighth graders and the senior 
band is made up of 64 students. This year 
Disl. 34 will host the district solo and en- 
semble contest and many people are needed 
to help run the event. Volunteers can contact

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Heartland battle heads for settlement

The Lake County Board 
/Tuesday moved closer to 
a final resolution of the 
controversy surrounding the 
2,100 acre Heartland 
Property in Central Lake 
County. By a vote of 23 to 
zero, the county Board ac- 
cepted a new proposal from 
the owners of the property 
that will, if certain con- 
ditions are met, remove all 
obstacles to ending lawsuits 
involving that property that 
have been fought in Federal 
and State Courts for more 
than six years. 

This advance was made 
possible by the preliminary 
agreement of a group of 
local residents who are 
forming a corporation, 
Prairie Holdings Corp., to 
purchase a large portion of 
the controversial property. 
That purchase, which is 
dependent on the settlement 
of the lawsuits, apparently 
provided the necessary 
incentive for the Heartland 
owners to agree to conclude 
a settlement process that 
began in October, 1986. 

At that time the County, 
the village of Grayslake 
(also a party to the lawsuits) 
and the Heartland owners 
entered into a complex 
Settlement Agreement that 
provided a framework for 
resolving that longstanding 
litigation. 

Just last May that set- 
tlement process appeared to 
be destined for total collapse 
when the County Board 
unanimously rejected an 
application filed by Waste 
Management to construct a 
waste incinerator and 
landfill on a portion of the 
Heartland property. 

At the same time the 
County postponed in- 
definitely its consideration 
of certain zoning requests 
pertaining to the Heartland 
Property, including a 
request to rezone a 675-acre 
portion of the Heartland 
property known as "the Rte. 
45 Triangle" from 
agricultural to a com- 
bination of low-density 
residential and light in- 
dustrial. Under the Set- 
tlement Agreement, the 
County's refusal to approve 
the incinerator and zoning 
applications gave the 
Heartland owners the right 
to end settlement 
negotiations and return to 
court. 

However, in major 
developments, which were 
announced for the first time 
and which are conditional 
upon the sale of the Triangle, 
the Heartland owners have 
agreed to proceed with the 
settlement despite the 
County's rejection of the 
Waste Management ap- 
plication and have further 
agreed to withdraw the Rte. 
45 Triangle zoning ap- 
plication. 

They also agreed to record 
private covenants that would 
forever prohibit the 
establishment of landfills or 
mobile home parks on their 
property. These covenants 
will apply to all of the 
original Heartland property 
except areas that have 
already been sold or put 
under contract to sell. They 
will not, therefore, apply to 
the 88-acre site that Waste 
Management previously 
contracted to purchase nor 
the 274-acre Alleghany In- 
dustrial Area, which was 
recently sold. 

Based upon these latest 
developments, the County 
Board has also voted to 
grant rezoning petitions for 



the remaining portions of the 
Heartland Property. Under 
those rezonings, which will 
become effective only if the 
sale of the Triangle is con- 
cluded and all of the 
litigation is dismissed, the 
618-acre "Central Range" 
area is allowed to be 
developed with single family hearings), 
homes on two-acre lots; the 
232-acre "North Mills" 
parcel is allowed to be 
developed with single family 
homes; and the two other 
areas, totalling ap- 
proximately 500 acres, are 
allowed to be developed with 
light industrial uses. 

If the Village of Grayslake 
also agrees to accept the 
latest proposals, lawyers for 
the County, the Village and 
the Heartland owners will • 
ask both the slate and 
federal courts to dismiss the 
long-pending, acrimonious 
litigation involving the 
Heartland property. 

The controversy and two 
of the lawsuits stemmed 
from a 1981 attempt by 
Round Lake Park to annex 
the vast Heartland property 
and to approve its 
development for com- 
mercial, industrial, and 
residential uses, including 
the construction of more 
than 15,000 dwellings. The 
County, joined by the Village 
of Grayslake and other 
public bodies and private 
citizens, opposed the an- 
nexation and zoning ap- 
provals and filed a suit in 
state court claiming that the 
annexation and zoning ap- 
provals were unreasonable 
for allowing such dense 
development without 
making adequate provisions 
for public services. 

Lake Properties Venture, 
the owners of the Heartland 
property, retaliated by filing 
a $60 million lawsuit against 
the County and Grayslake 
alleging that they violated 
federal antitrust and civil 
rights laws by refusing to 
provide sewer service to the 
property. The federal case is 
similar to the Unity Ven- 
tures (William Alter) 
lawsuit that the County won 
in 1986 and that is currently 
under appeal. 

The developments an- 
nounced in no way reduce 
the benefits to Lake County 
or to Grayslake secured by 

the October, 1986 Settlement 

Agreement, which will 

remain in effect Under that 

Agreement, the Heartland 

owners and the Village of 

Round Lake Park have 

already filed stipulations in 

the state lawsuit admitting 

that Round Lake Park has no 

jurisdiction over the 

Heartland property. Under 

the same agreement, the 

Heartland owners' federal 

lawsuit will be dismissed 

and no damages will be paid. 
The Settlement 

Agreement also provides 

that the property will be 

governed in the future by 

Lake County zoning, sub- 
division and other codes. The 

owner has agreed to pay the 

cost of all public im- 
provements needed to serve 

the property and to donate 28 

acres of land to the County. 

The owner has also agreed to 

pay the County over $470,000 

to offset the County's legal 

expenses relating to the 

lawsuit. This amount will be 

paid at the rate of $225 per 

acre as building permits are 

issued. 
The agreement also gives 

the owners of the Heartland 
1 property the right to apply to 

the County for future zoning 



approvals; however, it 
strictly limits the types and 
maximum densities of 
development that could ever 
be permitted in the Hear- 
tland. Any future develop- 
ment request must undergo 
the standard County review 
process (including public 
and any 

development must comply 
with County codes. In the 
settlement Agreement, the 
County and Grayslake ex- 
pressly reserve all of their 



governmental rights to 
approve or disapprove 
future zoning petitions. 

Jim Fields, Lake County 
Board Chairman, gave much 
of the credit for the dramatic 
breakthrough in the long and 
frequently bitter con- 
troversy to the agreement of 
a group of local residents ted 
by the Gaylord Donnelleys to 
purchase the Rte. 45 
Triangle from the Heartland 
owners. The group, to be 
organized into Prairie 



Holdings Corp., intends to 
begin planning efforts for a 
low-density development of 
the Triangle consistent with 
the surrounding areas and 
the terms of the Settlement 
Agreement if the sale is 
completed. 

In the meantime, Prairie 
Holdings has asked that the 
County's current 

agricultural zoning for the 
property be continued, thus 
ending the controversy over 
its rezoning. 



The Triangle purchase is 
scheduled to close not later 
than Nov. 12 provided 'that 
environmental and title 
clearance reviews are 
satisfactory. If that closing 
does not occur, Heartland 
owners have the right to 
reject the Settlement 
Agreement and resume their 
legal battle for more In- 
tensive zoning and multi- 
million dollar damagages.

Carmel High School in 
Mundelein will operate 
under a single ad- 
ministration starling with 
the 1988-89 school year, 
according to the officials of 
the Sisters of Charity of the 
Blesses Virgin mary and the 
Carmelites, who jointly own 
and sponsor Carmel High 
School. 

For 25 years, Carmel High 
School has been a co- 
institutional, Catholic 
school, basically operating 
as two different schools:

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Fields, Geary butt heads over liquor inspector 



Two Lake County Board 
leaders have taken widely 
differing views on what 
happened to the county's 
special liquor control 
commission investigator of 
one year. 

Dist. 4 Rep. Norman 
Geary, former chairman of, 
the "finance committee, says 
Derrick Warner was fired. 

County Board Chairman 
Jim Fields of Antioch says 
the money ran out for 
Warner's services as a 
private contractor. 

Warner confirmed that he 
was hired a year ago as a 
private contractor to provide 
services as an investigator 
for the then county liquor 
commissioner, Jim LaBellc 
of Zion, who resigned the 
chairman's post earlier this 
year. 



The county board ap- 
propriated $35,000 for the 
post. 

"My understanding was 
that I'd work six to 12 
months to provide an 
overview of what was 
needed in liquor control 
ordinances and en- 
forcement," explained 
Warner, who became a 
resident of Avon Twp. in 
November, 1986, when he 
purchased a home in Long 
Lake. 

As a consultant, Warner 
said he understood that he 
would not receive benefits. 
"I submitted bills and I was 
paid. I didn't keep track," 
Warner replied when asked 
how much he was paid. He 
said there were some ex- 
penses connected with his 
work for which he was 



reimbursed; 

Fields said that an ad- 
ditional $2,000 was ap- 
propriated bringing War- 
ner's total reimbursement to 
$37,000. 

Geary is taking the stand 
that Warner's departure is 
part of some political 
chicanery involving Fields 
and a "deal" with Dist. 4 
tavern owners in Avon, 
Antioch, Grant and Lake 
Villa Twps. for support in the 
1988 spring election in which 
Fields is a candidate. 

"It's outrageous," Geary 
fumed. "We're sending the 
wrong signals to the tavern 
owners. Warner was hired as 
a check and balance against 
the way previous liquor 
license matters were han- 
dled. We've got plenty of 
money to pay for an in-

spoctor." 

Fields said, though, that 
there is no money in the 
budget .for a special in- 
spector. "Derrick (Warner) 
knew the contract ran for a 
limited time," he said. 
"There was no surprise and 
Derrick was not fired. The 
contract simply ran out. 
Traditionally, inspections 
have been carried out by the 
attorney assigned to the 
chairman and by inspectors 
from the State's Attorney's 
office. 

"We have inspectors in the 
State's Attorney's office who 
arc paid $23,000 per year. It 
makes no sense to write a 
new contract for a man at 
$37,000 per year," Fields 
concluded. 

Warner, formerly a 
resident of Dcerfield with 
experience as ad- 
ministrative assistant of the 
Village of Northfield, said he 
accepts Fields' explanation. 
"Because of the change 
from LaBellc to Fields, I 
actually worked more than a 
year. I felt I provided the 
county with valuable in- 
formation. I'm ready to 
serve the county in other 
ways and I've sent my 
resume to other depart- 
ments," Warner stated. 

He said he didn't sec 
himself as being fired. 

Geary said Fields was the 
only county board member 
to complain about the 
contract for an investigator. 

On June 9, 1986, the 
finance and administrative 
committee, then headed by 
Geary, submitted a 
resolution to the entire board 
authorizing the issuance of a 
contract for an inspector. 
To pay for the inspector,

The increase in license 
fees a year ago was 
protested by tavern owners 
who said the new rate was 
unfair and that a special 
inspector was not needed. 

By custom, the liquor 
control officer, who is also 
county board chairman, did 
personal inspections or 
called on the sheriff and 
state's attorney for 
assistance when needed. 

Geary said that most Class 
A licenses in the county are 
in Dist. 4 with 80 nof them in 
Fields' home township. "The 
tavern owners didn't like 
Warner. I'd say it's pretty 
obvious what happened," 
Geary asserted.

Financial goals should guide investment choices 



by GARY S, MEYERS 

Everybody around you is making a bundle 
in the stock market and other exotic in- 
vestments, and you want your share of the 
pie, right? So what do you do for a first in- 
vestment? Be patient. Don't rush, establish 
an adequate safety net for you and your 
family-emergency savings of three to six 
months' salary, plus life, health and 
disability insurance coverage. Don't risk 
money you can't afford to lose, 

"There are no hard and fast rules on how 
much you should invest, or what rates of 
return you should see," said investment 
adviser Tom Hoden of Denver's Thompson 
McKinnon Securities, Inc. "However, setting 
aside 10 to 15 percent of your annual income 
for investment and seeking after-tax profits 
of three per cent above the inflation rate are 
reasonable goals." 

If you're smart, you will feel uneasy about 
making that first investment. However, a 
healthy bit of anxiety should not stop you 
from opening an investment portfolio. The 
following approaches to investing require 
limited knowledge and can provide valuable 
investment experience. 

Save. Without the self-discipline to save 
regularly, you will have no money to invest. 
If you do put your money away, your cash 
will grow-no matter how conservative the 
date of return. 

Stick to the basics. Choose investments 
that pay reasonable yields and are easy to 
understand, such as money market funds or 
certificates of deposit offered at federally 
insured banking institutions. Shop for the 
best interest rates. 



Try mutual funds. If you have less than 
$1,000 to invest, shares in a mutual fund may 
be one of your better choices. A mutual fund 
is a professionally managed investment pool 
of stocks, bonds or securities open to in- 
dividual investors. Forbes magazine and 
other periodicals regularly assessed the 
investment performance of various funds. 

A directory of "no-load" mutual funds- 
those which don't charge sales commissions- 
-is available for $5 from No-Load Mutual 
Fund Assn., P.O. Box 2004, JAF Building, 
New York, NY, 10116. Include a written 
request for the directory and a check or 
money order. 

"Look for performance as well as fees," 
said Mark Casolo, senior investment adviser 
with Tucker, Anthony & R.L. Day in 
Schenectady, N.Y^ "International Investors 
Gold Fund charges an 8.5 percent entry fee, 
but with a return of 206 percent over the past 
five years, it is the best of the major funds 
and worth every penny of the fee." 

Form an investment club with friends or co- 
workers. By pooling resources, you can 
spread the risk. And, while jointly managing 
the funds, members can gain experience in 
selecting stocks, bonds and securities.

Use what you already know. Asa beginner, 
concentrate on only one or two types of in- 
vestments, learning them in depth. Use any 
specialized knowledge you may have to give 
you an. edge. For example, if you know the 
shoe business, you may understand which 
companies should do well and why.

Understanding the various risks involved 
in any investment is vitally important. Here 
are some of the basic types of investment 
risks: 

Market forces: Today's record-setting 
market might make it seem easy to make big 
bucks. But what goes up comes down. If the 
market value of your investment were to 
decline, you could suffer a loss, especially if 
you were to sell out. 

The price of gold and silver are generally 
very volatile. Real estate, common stoclks 
and long-term bonds have moderate to high 
risk, while savings accounts and money 
market instruments have almost no risk.

Inflation: The purchasing power of money 
will erode if the investment fails to keep up 
with the cost of living. 

Passbook savings accounts have high 
inflation risk, because they traditionally 



offer small, safe returns. High-yielding debt 
securities involve moderate inflation risk, 
while real estate and common stocks have 
low to moderate inflation risk. 

Liquidity: A liquid investment is one you 
can convert to cash at full market value on 
short notice. With some investments, you 
may be forced to accept a low price if you 
want to sell quickly-or you may not be able 
to sell at all. 

Real estate has high liquidity risk. Long- 
term bonds have moderate liquidity risk. 
Savings accounts are liquid, meaning you 
can get out cash whenver you want with no 
penalty. 

In the end, your investment choices will be 
influenced by your personal financial goals. 
For instance, if you want to double your 
money in two years and are willing to take 
big risks, you might consider commodities, 
which can bring high returns. But if you have 
no experience, you have a great chance of 
losing the entire investment in this kind of 
venture. , 

However, if your goal is to set aside money 
steadily for a down payment on a house, you 
might choose blue-chip stocks, bonds or CDs.

Pick Fig Leaf, an eating experience 
extraordinaire for discerning diners

Rick Roman, general manager of the Fig 
Leaf Restaurant on Half Day Rd. in Ban- 
nockburn describes this gourmet delight as a 
"hidden dining gem." 

No it's not set back in the woods on a 
winding country road. The sign advertising 
its existence is right on Half Day Rd., east of 
the Illinois toll way, but the Fig Leaf's 
location in the Bannockburn Executive Plaza 
is where the surprise lies! One doen't usually 
expect to find fine dining under a corporative 
roof. 

Though the Fig Leaf has been in operation 
for seven years, its popularity went into a 
slump a few years ago until Roman took over 
and gave the restaurant that extra zing by 
pumping the service back up to excellent 
status and also adding more creatively to the 
rather stodgy menu. 

Old north shore customers, that had gotten 
bored, have returned in droves, and slowly 
but surely, people from Milwaukee to 
Chicago are discovering this culinary coup. 

Roman, who has big time credits, coming 
from the Hancock Bldg.'s 95th Restaurant 
and the Chicago Hyatt Regency, has 
tromped the boards of the fine food service 
business and learned his lessons well. 
Besides all this, he is a most amicable host, 

Add to this the talents of versatile Chef 
John Cervac, who is no slouch when it come 
to distinctive cuisine, having trained under 
Michael Beck of Le Perroquet. He can turn 
out the finest in porterhouse steaks, a 
delectable sebiche or sauteed Mako shark 
steak au poivre served with cognac cream 
sauce, to please even the most 
discriminating diner. 



Dining in the three-story atrium is a 
pleasure, whether done in the sunlit garden 
at lunch time or under the 20-foot tall 
weeping fig trees sparkling with tiny Italian 
lights during a candelit dinner for two. 

The bubbling fountain in the restaurant's 
center and the gorgeous oculus stained glass 
windows help make the Fig Leafs at- 
mosphere a very splendid one. 

Though there is seating for no, the unsual 
design of this restaurant, plus the ample 
table top space, makes for comfortable 
spacious feasting not ofen found in the usual 
small and much too intimate atmosphere of 
many restaurants carrying the gourmet 
label. 

Many of the items on the menu, like the 
grilled Atlantic swordfish garnished with red 
salmon caviar, the Boston sea scallops 
served with sauce Charon, or the lobster 
bisque enriched with cognac and cream, 
denote the specialization in the best in 
seafood. 

But the varied menu can also satisfy the 
tastes of the "hungry man" with a succulent 
char-grilled 20-ounce portehouse steak, and 
the lover of the sumptuous lobster has the 
choice of the classic succulent lobster tail or 
the live Main Lobster, (swimming around in 
a tank at the restaurant's entrance), 
sometimes filled with a delicious garlic and 
butter-ladened shrimp stuffing. 

We found our waitress more than willing 
and most able in explaining everything on 
the menu, from the contents of the 
voluminous wine list, to the texture of the 
green lip muscles garnishing the Alaskan 
salmon fillet. 
The prices are in keeping with those of 



other area fine restaurants, from the $6.95 
Cajun blackened bluefish on the lunch menu, 
to one of the favorite dinner specials, Chef 
John's Maryland crab cakes served with a 
dijon mustard sauce at$l2.95. 

In summation, we found the Fig Leafs 
atmosphere most special, the service most 

special and the food most special, 

'nough said Oops! Almost forgot-try the 
yummy house dressing on your salad and 
throw calorie caution to the wind and at least 
taste one of those devine concoctions on the 
dessert tray. I won't tell anyone if you don't!

The mystery thriller is 
perhaps my favorite sort of 
movie. If one adds to that the 
elements of a good spy 
drama, then I'm hooked. It is 
unfortunate for people the 
likes of me that the mystery 
thriller seems to be a disap- 
pearing genre in modern 
cinema. Oh, there are recent 
works such as The Jagged 
Edge', or. . . well, I can't 
remember too many other 
recent true mystery thrillers 
('Body Heat' doesn't count, 
its almost a decade old by 
now) but for the most part, 
this sort of Him is a thing of 
the past. It would seem that 
the only refuge for the true 
addict, like myself, is the 
late night old movie. If this 
seems to be your case, then 
'The 4th Protocol' . will get 
you back into the theatre one 
more time. 

'Protocol', stars Michael 
Caine, as an MI-6 British 
agent, and Pierce Brosnan, 
as a KGB special operative. 
What is the tale? Simple 
really. A renegade KGB 
director has designed a plot 
to import and then assemble 
the pieces of a nuclear bomb 
in England. Once there, 
agents would detonate the 
device just outside a con- 
troversial American Air 
Force base. The planned ex- 
plosion would be tied to 
American nuclear bombs 
kept at the base and the 



ensuing recriminations 
would provoke a schism in 
Anglo-American relations. 
Such a break would render 
NATO helpless. With that 
premise, this thriller speeds 
along at an ever increasing 
pace with Caine trying to 
find Brosnan and deactivate 
the bomb. In some ways, this 
is the weakest part of the 
movie. This section of the 
movie has the mandatory 
car chase sequence that has 
become almost compulsory 
today. That is perhaps not a 
bad thing by itself, but it so 
often turns out to be simply a 
time and space killer in any 
ongoing story. That is unfor- 
tunate since the remainder 
of this film and story are so 
compelling in many ways. 

Pierce Brosnan's perfor- 
mance is excellent and let no 
one say that Michael Caine is 
spreading himself a little 
thin in recent years. If Caine 
gets a part the likes of 
'Protocol' only once in a hun- 
dred films, then he will 
never want for a following. I 
must compliment the special 
effects team of this movie 
for devising the first realy 
convincing 'atomic bomb' 
gizmo ever presented in a 
film. Precious few will ap- 
preciate this save for a few 
engineers at Los Alamos 
(and us highly trained film 
critics of course). Don't miss 
'Protocol'. Rated 'R'.

Caine, Brosnan better 
than story in Protocol'

(Notice: the following data 
is highly classified. Anyone 
who reads it will know too 
much and so, of course, will 
have to be shot. Bear this in 
mind before proceeding.) 

"The Fourth Protocol", a 
cloak-and-dagger thriller 
now playing at local 
theatres, is a movie that 
sounds like it couldn't 
possibly be a disappoint- 
ment, with all that it has go- 
ing for it. For one thing, it is 
adapted from a novel by 
Frederick Forsyth, a well- 
respected author of several 
highly-acclaimed cold war 
espionage stories and he is 
also the author of the 
screenplay. 

Then there are the two 
stars. Michael Caine is a 
marvelous actor with a long 
list of impressive credits, in- 
cluding his Oscar-winning 
role in Woody Allen's "Han- 
nah And Her Sisters". In this 
film, Caine delivers his usual 
fine performance. 

However, the man who 
lakes us by surprise here 
with the power of his perfor- 
mance and practically steals 
the show is Pierce Brosnan. 
He docs an outstanding job 
of shedding his light-hearted 
"Remington Steele" image 
with this role of a cunning, 
cold-blooded killer. He is tru- 
ly menacing here and makes 
it clear that he is an actor to 
be taken seriously. I have 



nothing against Timothy 
Dalton, but based on this 
evidence, it certainly seems 
that Brosnan would also 
have made a good James 
Bond. 

Although Caine and 
Brosnan are both excellent, 
the real star of a movie like 
this is the story, and there 
lies the problem because, 
frankly, the story is nothing 
special. Caine is a British 
secret service agent on the 
trail of a Russian spy 
(Brosnan) who is on a mis- 
sion to blow up a military 
base in England. The story is 
very dry, sober and con- 
voluted and seems to drag 
somewhat in the early part 
of the film, too, although 
things do get exciting as 
Caine gets closer to Brosnan. 

I was also somewhat 
disappointed that 3 talented 
supporting stars, Ned Beat- 
ty, JoAnna Cassidy, and 
Matt (Max Headroom) 
Frcwer, weren't given more 
to do. 

This movie contains many 
outstanding ingredients that 
are well worth watching. But 
with the prices of movies 
these days, if those ingre- 
dients do not join together 
and form a satisfying whole, 
then 1 cannot recommend 
going out to see it, although 
fans of Caine, Brosnan or 
Forsyth may feel 
differently.

Travel to Vietnam 

By Jim Warnken, President 
North Star Travel 

v My last tour of Vietnam was in 1967. It was at the request of 
the U.S. Anny.;i did not find the natives to be very friendly. 
Times change. 

Vietnam, which has generally not admitted Americans sin- ! 
ce May of 1975, is now allowing a few U.S. tour operators to 
organize tours of this country. 

Cities being visited on these tours may sound familiar to 
some of us. Hanoi, Saigon (Now Ho Chi Ming City) Da Nang, . 
(my home for a year), Haiphong and Halong Bay. 

Accounts of tourists recently returning from Vietnam have * 
been quite surprising to me. Rather than feeling the threat of 
secret police and hostility from a government with whom we ' 
were recently at war, they were given the freedom to visit 
wherever they wished and speak with whomever they 
wished. Most found the people to be universally friendly and 
encountered no hostility towards Americans. Rarely did 
anyone see a soldier or even a policeman, sights quite com- 
mon to anyone visiting third world countries. Hotels, while 
still not up to U.S. standards, are equal to about three or four 
star European hotels. Transportation in Vietnam is by jet or 
bus. 

The U.S.. still does not nave" diplomatic relations with Viet-l 
nam, so Visas are obtained through embassies in Bangok or 
Manila by U.S. Tour operators. The U.S. State Dept. has 
H issued no travel warnings against travel to Vietnam, 
however they do advise travelers that they would have dif- 
ficulty in helping travelers in trouble. 

The first U.S. tourists seem to be mainly veterans such as - 
myself, who want to go back to face memories and maybe un- 
^ derstand. Others included many Vietnamese Americans who • 
left behind relatives in 1975. These people were allowed to 
visit with their families. In fact, many were granted ex- 
tensions of their Visas for that purpose. Other tourists have 
been those who only saw this country on the 10 o'clock news 
and are curious. Hopefully the day will 'come when tourists ■ 
. will visit this country to observe its ancient oriental culture] 
j and beauty rather than its involvement in a tragic mistake.

Facing street gangs 



When police cracked three burglary rings 
that netted more than $500,000 in stolen 
goods, accompanying arrests underscored 
the fact more than ever that our local police 
department is dealing with or must be 
preprared to deal with big city crime. 

Chicago authorities identified the rings as 
Northwest Side street gangs directed with 
branches in the northern and western 
suburbs. The burglary pros hit homes in the 
Hound Lake areas, Deerfield, south Lake 
County and the western suburbs. Besides the 
ever-present crime syndicate, now local law 
enforcement agencies have to deal with 
Chicago gangs.

Flood plain protection 



A bill to prohibit residential and com- 
mercial construction in areas prone to 
flooding is being advanced by the Lake 
County Democratic organization. Known as 
the Flood Plain Construction Act (HB 0368), 
the measure is sponsored by Democratic 
State Reps. Grace Mary Stern of Highland 
Park and John Matijevich of North Chicago. 
The proposition sounds good to us. The 
current push is a "second time around" after 
failing to get enough votes for passage in 
April. We hope it fares better this time. 

The bill defines "appropriate use of the 
flood plain" to mean only flood or erosion 
control structures, pumping and treatment 
facilities, and recreational uses. The first 



priority of the bill is to adopt a com- 
prehensive state-wide flood plain survey. 
The act would supercede all county, village 
or city ordinances. While the Stern- 
Matijevich measure has some heavy-handed 
aspects as far as use of private land is 
concerned, the devastating floods of recent 
months have been hard to swallow, too, by 
both private citizens and officialdom. To a 
large extent, building in the flood plains is to 
fault. 

If the flood plains can be regulated, what 
about protection of top soil? The atrocities to 
valuable Illinois top soil being committed by 
developers in the name of home construction 
need to be addressed by legislators. We'd 
like to see that, too.

The controversy over the appointment of 
Judge Robert H. Bork to the U.S. Supreme 
Court is reaching into the grassroots of 
America.

The college-educated women, with a mem- 
bership of nearly 7,000 in Illinois, is depicting 
Bork as an idealogue, far from outside the 
mainstream of American public opinion, and 
a political appointee.

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History lesson for teams: remember ups, downs of 1 986 



A common sign in history classes reads 
something like "those who don't learn 
from mistakes are bound to repeat them". 

In that vain, the Lakeland area teams 
can look back at 1986 with mixed emotions. 
Grant got most of the headlines with a 9-0 
record and coasting to the Northwest 
Suburban Conference -championship 
before losing to Lake Forest 3-0 in the 
playoffs. Warren also made the playoffs^ 
but took a much more difficult route. The 
Blue Devils had to win four of their last 
five games to finish 6-3 before being 
eliminated by Belvidere. 

Carmel and Round Lake both chalked up 
winning seasons, but elsewhere, it was one 
of unfulfilled accomplishments. Overall, 
last year's area teams, which did not in- 
clude new to this year Lake Zurich and 
Stevenson, finished at 40-33. 

With a bow to history professors 
everywhere, here is a week*by-week look 
back at 1986: 

Week I: Grant starts its campaign with a 
23-0 romping over Jacobs.

When the Big Ten was a powerful foot- 
ball conference, the conference race bet- 
ween Michigan and Ohio State used to be 
called "The Big Two And The Little 
Eight".

So, as the teams try to get that final 
wrinkle in before season openers Sept. 4 
and 5, here's a brief look at how area 
teams expect to stack up:

Antioch has the best record of any 
Lakeland area football team since playoffs 
started in 1974. 

The Sequoits won two games in 1979 and 
1982.

Last year, three area teams advanced to 
the playoffs. But Warren, Grant , and 
Stevenson all lost in first-round games. 

Throughout" the years, Antioch and 
Warren have made the most frequent 
playoff appearances. 

A look back at area teams in the 
playoffs: 

The first year of the playoffs, 1974, saw

game. 

Warren advanced to the playoffs in 1980, 
but was outclassed by Rockford Boylan in 
the playoff opener 16-0. 

Warren was again the victim of a first- 
round loss in 1981, this time losing to 
Rockford Guilford 27-0. 

Antioch made a serious bid for the state 
title in 1982. 

The Sequoits, promoted to class 5a, 
edged Lake Forest 156 in the opener. They 
then beat Chicago Tilden 30-20 in quar- 
terfinal round. In an exciting game at 
Chicago's Soldier Field, the Sequoits lost 
in a bid for the title game to Chicago 
Robeson 18-16. 

Antioch returned to the playoffs in 1983; 
but was eliminated by Belvidere 26-13 in 
the first round. . 

An expanded playoff system in 1985, 

.which saw teams with a 5-4 records 

gaining playoff status for the first time, 

resulted in a clash between two area teams 

in the first round.

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ISHA's tiebreak system is 
anything but simple for fans

High school football is supposed to be a 
relatively simple game. 

One team wins, another loses. Teams 
have good seasons, others lousey. But 
when you get to teams on the "bubble", 
with 7-2,. 6-3 or .5-4 records, the IHSA's 
tiebreaking system can be about as simple 
as a Chinese dictionary. 

Playoff teams, beyond the conference 
title winners,* are broken down by point 
totals. For those who wish to track their 
favorite team's chances for the post- 
season play. A five-step process is used, 
according to the I HS A: 

So, here goes: 

After adding the total number of wins by 
all of the school's opponents, the school 
with the with the most opponents' wins will 
receive the berth. 

Ok, that sounds fairly simple. 

Step two - if there is still a tie, only the 
wins of each opponent beaten by one of of 



the tied teams will be added, and the 
school with the most wins by a beaten 
opponent will receive the berth. 
You're starting to lose me. 

Step three- only the wins of each op- 
ponent to beat a tied team will be added 
and the berth will go to the school having 
lost the to the opponents' with the,most 
wins. 

Huh? 

Step four- if teams had played during the 
regular season, the teams with the regular 
season win would receive the berth. 

I think I can handle that one. 

Step five- the final step is technically 
referred to as a "blind draw". Actually, 
it's the old flip of a coin. 

That's my favorite. 

For the record, in 1985 and 1986, the first 
two years of an expanded playoff system, 
142 schools with a record of 7-2 or better 
qualified in '85 with 50 spots remaining: In 
1986, there were only 41 spots left.

Cervical cancer is related to a number ol identifiable risk factors including early sexual ac? 
tivity, multiple pregnancies, multiple sexual partners, early age at first pregnancy or first 
marriage, promiscuity, and exposure to a "high risk" male sexual partner. 

Because younger women are developing this condition, the current trend is toward 1 more 
conservative methods of diagnosis and treatment - 

Many times a Pap smear shows evidence of infection and an accurate diagnosis for the 
presence of precancerous lesions cannot be done. When this happens, the Pap smear 
should be repeated alter the infection has been treated. 

If the Pap smear does show evidence of precancerous lesions, such as Dysplasis (Cervical intraepithelial neoplasis I, II, or III), 
the appropriate procedure for diagnosis is required. 

First, • colonoscopy, which is a painless examination of the cervix and vagina using a low power binocular type microscope, is 

performed. This exam takes from ten to 30 minutes and is usually done between menstrual periods. The patient is positioned 

on the examining table as for a pelvic exam. Then a speculum is inserted through the vaginal opening. The area is cleaned 

. with a special solution and the cervix and vagina are clearly examined; 

If an area of abnormal tissue is identified, i piece of it is clipped from the cervix. This piece, called a biopsy, is sent to* 
pathology laboratory for further examination and identification of the lesion. >*T 

Conizatibn-removing a large piece of tissue in the shape of a cone from the uterus-is also done to identify the abnormal area. ,
